FOOD LAW 
IN EFFECT 

Agricultural Department Expert 
Talks of Plans to Enforce 
the Statute. 

WINES MUST BE CORRECTLY LABELED 

Blends of the Various Countries Will Be 
Kept Out Unless Character 
Is Shown on the 
Wrapper. 


Washington.— The new pure food 
law, which wa3 put into the agi icul 
[ tural appropriation bill in the last 
Congress, has gone into effect. 

Speaking of the questiou of adul¬ 
terated wines, Dr. P. w. Wiley, chief 
of the Bureau of Chemistry, said; 

[ “We do not purpose to make an anal- 
jysis of every bit of food stuffs 
: brought into the country. Some 
j kinds of shipments are known to be 
; entirely free from adulteration and 
those it will not be necessary to ex- 
| amine. We are after those which 
j have been notoriously falsely labeled 
iu the past aud we will correct the 
abuses or keep the stuff out of tho 
! country. 

[ “When American wines were to be 
judged at the Paris Exposition they 
; were thrown out of competition lie- 
cause they were alleged to be labeled 
with misleading names, such as Bur¬ 
gundy, etc. As an American juror, 1 
objected strongly to their being 
thrown out. This was not because 1 
did not see the force of the objection, 
tint because 1 thought that it should 
have lieeu made when the exhibit was 
received aud not when the jurors 
were ready to test the samples. 1 
think it would be a good htiug-for all' 
concerned if each country wore to in¬ 
sist that goods be labeled with their 
true contents, aud 1 do not object to 
seeing European Governments do 
maud that our goods ho treated as wo 
are going to treat theirs. Our new 
law shows that two can play at the 
game, and one of tho classes that will 
have to be kept out or correctly lab-

Mr. Shaw lias never used liquor or 
tobacco, and notwithstanding His great 
age lie reads and writes without the 
aid of glasses. He looks twenty years 
younger than he is and promises to live 
at least ten years longer.

Mrs. Rose is still active, 
which she must he to perform her 
duties; her eyes and hearing remain 
good, and she looks after the lights 
and the great fog hell with as much 
enthusiasm as she showed years agd. 

It must not lie supposed that living 
lit Stony Point makes Mrs. Rose's life 
lonesome. She has a pretty little cot¬ 
tage and with her are a daughter and 
son, the latter being supervisor of the 
village of Stony Point. 

To the north of the cottage, but a 
few steps away, on slightly higher 
ground, stands tile larger llght-liouse 
of the two. white and solid, on the 
hill top. An eighth of a mile away, 
rising from the edge of the water, is 
another tower, containing a red bea¬ 
con light, and a fog bell. Roth lights 
must burn all night and every night, 
until the Ice gets so thick that even 
the big river craft that buck through 
eight-inch ice have to lie up for tiie 
winter. That happens in January us¬ 
ually, sometimes in February, and once 
In a long time the season Is so mild 
that Mrs. Rose's lights shine every 
night all winter long. And it is in tlie 
winter that the work is the hardest. 

At midnight the lamps in the hig 
light-house must lie changed. If the 
weather he thick tlie keeper must go 
down to the lower tower at least once 
in three and three-quarter hours to 
wind the clock that every fifteen 
seconds rings the fog boll. 

The Point iu winter is swept with 
the cold winds which follow, unob¬ 
structed, the path of the river. The 
height of tin; upper tower exposes it 
to the full sweep of the gale. Then the 
walk down to the water front Is icy 
and blocked with snow, and to descend 
is an unpleasant feat for a younger 
person in tbe dead of night; and is a 
deed almost heroic when accomplished 
by a woman whose years are almost 
80. 

And on occasional winter nights even 
more must be done. The winds carry 
sleet, and the heat within the light¬ 
houses causes frost to form on the 
windows and dim the lights. On many 
such nights has Mrs. Rose gone out 
and braved the storm while she rub¬ 
bed the glass with glycerine until the 
light shone clear again, and often, 
too, until her hands became numb 
with cold.

Some of the negroes there are very 
akin to the ape. They dwell iu the 
Congo forests of central Africa in the 
western section. These ape-like peo¬ 
ple do not seem to dwell in organized 
communities, lmt hang about the edges 
of the forest. They speak n sort of 
dialect that is of the most crude form. 
Some of them are not. really block, 
but hare a skin of dirty yellowish- 
brown hue. Their bodies were covered 
over with a yellow down. Their intel¬ 
lect is not developed and tlieir morals 
are on a parallel with those of the 
lower animals. 

“Human instincts are prominent, of 
course, as they are human, but their 
stage of development is so low that 
they border on tiie edge of the hrute 
world. It seems, however, that as 
time advanced that these primitive 
people have intermingled with superior 
tribes and, where intellectual advance¬ 
ment lias been, attained, the character¬ 
istics of these apelike people will crop 
out a following generations. 

"Whether or not tills section of 
Africa is the cradle of the human race 
I am not prepared to say. Certain it 
is. however, that these primitive peo¬ 
ple are the nearest to the ape of any 
on earth.”—Denver Newfe.

EARLY MORNING AIR. 

I<" luvtgorntlner EffiTis l.iiraely Dae, 
It In Stitil, to Dew. 

Most people at some time in tlieir 
lives probably have risen early enough 
to experience tho bracing effect given 
h.v lllling the lungs while dew is still 
on the grass. So far as analysis goes 
tlie composition of early morning air is 
not different from that of air at any 
| other time. It is well to remember, 
however, that during the passing of 
night to day and of day to night sev- 
oral physical changes take place. 

There is a fall of temperature at sun¬ 
set and a rise again at dawn, and con¬ 
sequently moisture is alternately be¬ 
ing thrown out and taken up again, 
and it is well known that change of 
state is accompanied by electrical phe¬ 
nomena and certain chemical mani¬ 
festations also. The formation of dew 
lias probably therefore far more pro¬ 
found effects than merely the moisten¬ 
ing of objects with water. 

Hew is vitalizing not entirely be¬ 
cause it. is water, but because it pos¬ 
sesses an invigorating action due part¬ 
ly, at any rate, to the fact that it is 
saturated with oxygen,'and it has been 
stated that during its formation perox¬ 
ide of hydrogen and some ozone are 
developed. It is not Improbable that 
the peculiarly attractive and refresh¬ 
ing quality which marks thc early 
morning air lias Its origin in this way. 

Certain it Is that tlie bracing proper¬ 
ty of the early morning air wears off 
ns the day advances, and It Is easy to 
conceive that this loss of freshness ls 
due to the oxygen, ozone or peroxide 
of hydrogen, whichever it may be, be¬ 
ing used up. 

The difficulty of Inducing grass to 
flourish under a tree in full leaf is well 
i known ami is generally explained by 
saying that tlie tree absorbs tbe nour¬ 
ishing constituents of the soil or that 
It keeps the sunlight away from tho 
, grass and protects It from rain. It Is 
doubtful whether any of those expla- 
1 nations is true, the real reason most 
probably being that (lie vitalizing dew 
cannot form upon the grass under a 
tree, whereas, as a rule, both rain and 
light can reach it. 

Hew is probably essential to tlie well 
being of both plants and animals to a 
greater extent than is known.—New 
York American. 1
